He said Dulles was asking 
Congress to accept the Admin- 
istration’s new program “on 
faith alone’ without providing 
answers needed for sensible 
committee appraisal. 

Makes Demand as Motion. 

A vote backing the program 
without added information, Ful- 
bright said, would be “a vote 
of confidence in the steward- 
ship of Secretary Dulles.” Ful- 
bright put his demand for a 
“white paper” as a motion. 

(The United Press quoted Ful- 
bright as saying he regards 
Dulles’s policies as “harmful to 
our interests, as being calcu- 
lated to weaken the influence of 
the free world in the Middle 
East, disastrous to the NATO 
organization and as damaging to 
our friendship with Great Brit- 
ain and France.”

Dulles, on a trip to Egypt in 
1953, delivered to then Premier 
Naguib a pisto] that was a gift 
from Mr. Eisenhower. 

“I need far more convinc- 
ing evidence,” Fulbright told 
Dulles, “that the Administra- 
tion has evolved a foreign pol- 
icy now in the Middle East.” 

Former President Harry S. 
Truman said President Ejisen- 
hower should be given the au- 
thority he has requested but 
Congress “ought not to act as a 
rubber stamp on a blank check.” 
Truman sent a statement to the 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee. 

“The present administration 
and its conduct of our foreign 
policy are not without responsi- 
bility for the dangerous and 
difficult situation which has 
arisen in the Middle East,” Tru- 
man said. “Now they ask for 
more authority and you have 
no guarantee of how wisely or 
how well it will be exercised.” 

Nevertheless, he added, “I 
believe the Congress has no 
choice except to take some ac- 
tion in response to the Presi- 
dent’s request.”

This year's consideration of 
the issue began Jan. 16 at the 
request of Pakistan. Pakistan 
had warned that unless there 
was a quick plebiseite there was 
a real danger of war. In an 
hour-long speech at last week's 
meeting, Malik Firoz Khan 
Noon, Foreign Minister of Paki- 
stan, asked that the Council 
order both sides to withdraw 
their forces from the disputed 
area. 

He also asked that a United 
Nations police force be sent to 
Kashmir to police the area and 
that a United Nations-organized 
plebiscite be held to permit the 
people of the state, who are 77 
per cent Moslem, to decide 
whether they wish to accede to 
Moslem Pakistan or Hindu In- 
dia.

What Autopsy Found. 


The autopsy findings dis-| 
closed the sisters had not been 
molested sexually; did not die 
by strangulation, or carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning. There were no 
signs of external violence on 
the bodies that could have 
caused death, and the bodies 
appeared to have been exposed 
to cold temperatures for some 
time. 

Kearns, Dr. Edwin Hirsch, 
chief pathologist at St. Luke's 
Hospital and Dr. A. C. Webb, 
coroner’s pathologist, conducted 
the examination of the bodies.

Mr. Barrows’s letter incorrectly 
assumes that our survey ignored the 
curricular needs of the schools in- 
volved. Obviously, his statements 
are over-simplified and he has seen 
fit to take unwarranted liberties in 
interpreting our recommendations. 
It is as impractical to ignore cur 
ricula in school planning as it would 
be to design a garage without know- 
ing the size of an automobile. As 
an educational administrator I know 
that “curricular necds are a vital 
factor” in school-house plennine. 

At this time, I am less willing 
than ever to concede that we have 
overestimated the junior high school 
population of the community, but in 
the inverse we feel certain that the 
board has underestimated the fu- 
ture student potential, 

For the past eight years, I have 
been intimately associated with 
school planning and construction. I 
am acutely aware of building costs. 
Before making our report, we ob- 
tained unit costs from many reliable 
sources in Missouri. 

While I ho!d your local achitects, 
Hellmuth, Obata and Kassabaum, in 
the highest erteem, I maintain that 
completely adeouate school struc- 
tures can be built for the amounts 
stated in our survey. We are cer- 
tain that architects and engineers 
living in the community agree. 

Let me conclude by saying that 
we did not solicit the opportunity 
to make this survey.

When Economy Counts 


At his first press conference this year, Prest- 
dent Eisenhower was encouraging on two sub- 
jects and puzzling on a“third. 

We are glad he spoke out strongly for tying 
economic aid to the military aspects of his Mid- 
dle East resolution. To offer protection .against 
aggression, which is probably not the primary 
threat to that area just now, without also offer- 
ing aid in tackling the basic problems of pov- 
erty and underdevelopment, would make the 
resolution a hollow shell. 

So too it is gratifying that Mr. Eisenhower 
promised to hold a news conference once a 
week save in exceptional circumstances. The 
long interval between conferences since the 
election had led to fears of a change in policy. 
We hope the President will maintain the vital 
link of communication which regular contact 
with the press offers him—and that he will 
persuade some of his Cabinet members to do 
the same. 

Where Mr. Eisenhower left his listeners won- 
dering was in his remarks on the budget. He 
seemed anxious to associate himself with Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Humphrey's views on that 
subject; and Mr. Humphrey, the Administration 
spokesman on the budget, had turned out to be 
also a leading critic thereof. Congress might 
well ask just whose budget this is. If Mri 
Humphrey thinks it can be cut—which is pre- 
cisely what he said—and if the President ap- 
proves of Mr. Humphrey's remarks, then the 
question is why it was not cut before it went to 
Congress. 

The President is mistaken in his evident im- 
pression that rising costs of defense account for 
the failure of this budget to reflect his earlier 
promise of a sharp cut in expenditures. As a 
matter of fact the military spending proposed 
for 195§ is actually less than the amount under 
Mr. Eisenhower's first budget for 1954. It is 
civilian outlays that have gone up, and gone up 
drastically—roughly, from 20 billion to 30 bil- 
lion dollars, or 50 per cent. 

Many of these expenditures represent real 
needs, such as for schools, highways and health, 
that cannot be postponed. And yet if the 
Government is to do its full share in combating 
inflation, as Mr. Eisenhower asks all other 
groups of the population to do, every effort must 
be made to reduce its demands upon the na- 
ticnal economy. 

Senator Douglas says the budget can be cut 
by at least two billion dollars, mainly by post- 
poning the least urgent public works. He will 
be performing a public service if he can 
persuade Congress to do it. To be realistic, 
however, one must recognize that unless the 
Executive branch fights for economy, very little 
economizing is usually done. For having come 
into office on an economy platform, this Admin- 
istration now shows singularly little taste for 
leadership of that cause at a time when it is 
most needed. 
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Princess Caroline 

Amid the 21-gun salutes for the new Princess 
of Monaco, unprincely citizens will note that 
even princely parents cannot arrange everything 
to suit everybody. 

Grandfather John B. Kelly of Philadelphia 
said when he heard, “Oh, shucks, I wanted a 
boy.” Mr. Kelly is now grandfather to six 
granddaughters.. But boy or girl, citizens of 
Monaco celebrated a national holiday, because 
if Prince Rainier had died without an heir, 
Monaco would have become a French protec- 
torate with French taxes. 

Moreover, there is room for question about 
the citizenship of Princess Caroline. Prince 
Rainier says she is a citizen of Monaco. But 
Princess Grace could give the child American 
citizenship, through registration at a United 
States consulate. Princess Caroline herself has 
not been heard from, at least on this point. 

Unfortunately not every child can measure 
fully to the anticipation of grandparents, or 
pick the citizenship of its parents. But at least 
there is one problem with which Princess Caro- 
line should not be involved, and that is the 
old matter of blue or pink. We assume the 
color is purple. Vive la princesse. 
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Door of Air 

A door that is completely invisible, consisting 
entirely of a regulated curtain of air that keeps 
the outside weather out and the inside-weather 
in, marks a new milestone (of an appropriately 
nonexistent sort) in the long, wide history 
of doors. 

The makers of the oldest known door, which 
moved on bronze pivots in an Assyrian temple 
at Balawat more than 27 centuries ago, wouldn't 
recognize the thing as a door at all. Jarus, the 
Roman myth who was the god of doorways and, 
by extension, of all beginnings, would scarcely 
want to make the faintest kind of start at pre- 
siding over it. 

But to us who love doors of all sorts—magic 
doors, forbidden doors, doors of opportunity and 
to the future—the door of air will be a new 
treasure. Perhaps it is the first building block 
for a practical method of building air castles, 
pretty puff on pretty puff. 
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Electronic Spying Under Fire 

Those who always have felt with the late Jus- 
tice Holmes that wiretapping is “a dirty busi- 
ness” may rejoice that it has been vigorously 
denounced by Thomas B. McBride, chancellor 
of the Philadelphia Bar Association, who has 
been named Pennsylvania's new Attorney Gen- 
eral by Gov. George M. Leader. And there is 
more good news in from California, where the 
Legislature, at the request of State Senator 
Richard Richards, is considering a law against 
wiretapping and more modern methods of eaves- 
dropping. 

The hearings on the Richards bill again dis- 
close how effective these new devices are. There 
is, for example, the induction coil which makes 
the old-fashioned tap unnecessary. There is a 
gadget which enables one to hear what is being 
said in an automobile as far away as four blocks 
—and in heavy traffic. There is a bit of wire no 
larger than the hair of a brush which may be 
painted onto a wall. Easy-to-conceal telephoto 
cameras produce films which are “translated” by 
lip-reading experts. And so on. ° 

Even more alarming is the increased use of 
such listening and recording devices not only 
by law-enforcement agencies but also in 
business. 

Fortune reported a few months ago that, in 
the eagerness to learn what competitors are 
doing, espionage and counter-espionage have 
been accepted as “a. regular competitive weap 
on.” Thus General Motors’ new technical center 
has an electronic device which draws curtains 
across windows on the approach of an airplane. 
There could be a photographer in the plane. 

' With all respect for vigorous competition, 
there surely has been a serious ethical break- 
down when the methods of the spy are used to 


shocking so long as one believes that “a man’s 
home is his castle.” 

There is no absolute right to privacy. On 
valid grounds, the law sanctions search war- 
rants. But electronic eavesdropping is indis- 
criminate. It creates a fish-bowl world. So the 
fact that it is provoking fresh indignation is a 
welcome sign of moral health. 
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Better Candidates, a Better Plan 

A mayor, a comptroller and aldermen from 
the 14 odd-numbered wards will be chosen in 
the municipal election in St. Louis on April 2. 
Whether the voters will have a choice between 
two first-class candidates for each post, depends 
in large measure on what happens between now 
and Feb. 22. 

Feb. 22 is the final date by which candidates 
for party nomination for the various offices 
must file. If the offices attract only run-of-the- 
mine candidates, voters will have little to choose 
from, either in the March 5 primary or in the 
decisive test the following month. Recognized 
neighborhood leaders ought to be encouraged 
to seek office, And it is the duty of the party 
organizations as well as it is of individuals to 
see that they do. A slate of second-class car- 
didates in either party will reflect second-class 
party leadership. MS 

The April election is likely to be the last one 
in which a comptroller and as many as 14 alder- 
men are on the ballot. Under plans drawn by 
the Board of Freeholders the comptroller’s job 
would be done away with and a City Auditor 
elected instead. The Board of Aldermen would 
consist of only 19 members, including four mem~ 
bers and the board president elected from the 
city at large and 14 others elected by wards. 

A smaller aldermanic body, one constituted 
along lines of the 7-7-1 plan that the Free- 
holders still can create, might tend to attract 
better candidates than the present board or 
even a board set up under 144-1, Each of the 
seven aldermen elected by wards would have to 
shoulder far greater responsibility, and this 
might persuade the voters to demand candidates 
of a stature equal to the job. 

The quality of the “at large” portion of a 
7-7-1 board would surely represent a substantial 
improvement over the present board. Citizens 
and party leaders would be free to back the 
very best men in the city for these posts, re- 
gardless of home address. The result should 
be an. aldermanic body of higher caliber, one 
that would be responsive both to the needs of 
the whole city and its individual parts. | 

All of which suggests that so far as the Board 
of Aldermen is concerned, the needs of St. 
Loulsans are twofold. First, the need for good 
candidates to file in both parties for the impor- 
tant jobs that will be at stake in April. Second, 
the need for an improved aldermanic apparatus 
—one such as the 7-7-1 plan which the Free- 
holders alone have it in their power to offer. 
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For the Opposition Party 

Having retired from the Senate, Herbert H. 
Lehman has turned political scientist with sound 
advice for the party out of power, in this case 
his own Democratic party. 

In an address to New York Democrats Mr. 
Lehman reviewed the record of the past Con- 
gress and found that, in a desire for party unity, 
Democrats had failed to provide or sharpen 
political issues. This, he said, contributed to the 
defeat of the party’s presidential candidate, be- 
cause such issues cannot be made in one short 
campaign. 

Who should make the issues? “President 
Eisenhower is authorized to speak for all the 
Republicans,” Mr. Lehman observed, “but no- 
body is really so authorized to speak for the 
great mass of Democrats.” The party’s congres- 
sional leaders “have pre-empted this right.” 

This situation leads a party to a split per- 
sonality, with its voice separated from its think- 
ing. For seniority largely determines a party’s 
congressional leaders, and they tend to be more 
conservative as well as more parochial than the 
party as a whole. This observation is borne out 
not only by results of the recent Democratic 
national convention, but by the Republican 1952 
convention when that party was out of power. 

Former Senator Lehman therefore proposes 
that the party out of power adopt the system 
of the British parties; and hold annual confer- 
ences of delegates to define party policy for the 
year. Congressional leaders may resist this, just 
as they rejected the recent effort to name a na- 
tional policy advisory committee, for the Leh- 
man proposal means ending their role as self- 
appointed spokesmen for the national party. But 
the party itself has authority to name new and 
more representative spokesmen if it has the de- 
termination to do so. 
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A Mere One Inch 
It seems that too many people in England 
have been giving way to a sort of psychosis over 
snow. Weather tidings mentioning snow put 
them in a tremulous state and then when it 
falls they give way to helplessness and despond- 
ency. Last Saturday’s Manchester Guardian 
points out that in Canada’s wintry Winnipeg, 
where 100 inches of snow fell last winter and 
did not thaw completely until April, trains and 
automobiles and people go blithely on their 
way. “But,” the Guardian laments, “in Man- 
chester or Leeds six inches of frozen snow can 
turn the city streets into foul chaos.” Judged 
in the light of what happened on St. Louis 
streets Tuesday night and Wednesday morning 
as a result of a mere one-inch snowfall, that 
“foul chaos” must be a typical bit of the usual

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To Make Driving Safe 

Just about everybody who watches the mount- 
ing figures on the Auto Club’s thermometer on 
Lindell boulevard must feel that thoughtful con- 
sideration should be given to Gov. Blair’s sug- 
gestion that motorists be tested each time they 
renew their driver's licenses. 

It was a long step toward greater safety on 
streets and highways when Missouri adopted the 
present requirement for tests of new drivers. 
But as matters stand, a youth of 16 may pass 
the test and have his license renewed without 
further examination until he is an octogenarian. 

Surely a test taken 50 or 60 years earlier is 
not an indication of a man’s qualification to sit 
behind the wheel of an automobile which may 
maim and kill. Too many things change—the in- 
dividual’s physical state, the power of the car, 
traffic conditions and the like—to allow the 
easy assumption that once a good driver, always 
a good driver. And since the present law did not 
require tests of those already holding licenses, 
most Missouri motorists have never taken a 
driver’s test at all. 

Even though the present test is a great ad- 
vance over the days when a license was to be 
had virtually by dropping a coin on the counter, 
the law can be improved. Massachusetts, for ex- 
ample, has for decades required periodic tests 
for the renewal of licenses. Such an examina- 
tion, say, every three years is not an unwar- 
ranted imposition on the motorist. It contributes 
to his safety as well as to that of others.

The chief specific problem of the 
Middle East is not the danger of “overt 
Communist aggression,” but the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. Congress ought to 
reply to the President, inter alia, by in- 
sisting that the U.N. force be aug- 
mented and kept on the Israeli-Arab 
frontiers—kept there until the U.N. 
resolution for peace is accepted hy 
both sides and negotiations started. 

We should be courting and deserving 
Armageddon if the U.N. peace force 
were pulled out on 
the basis of the 
status quo ante. 

Aggression and 
the flouting of U.N. 
resolutions marked 
the status quo ante. 
There were the 
raids back and 
forth which kept 
both sides in a 
state of informal 
war and progres- 
sive fear and ha- 
tred. Egypt main- 
tained a ban on 
the shipment of 
Israeli-bound car- 
goes through the Suez and even into 
the Gulf of Aqaba from the Red Sea. 
This constituted a violation of a U.N. 
Security Council resolution of 1951. 

Aggression by the British and the 
French and (slowly) by the Israelis is 
being liquidated. Similarly, if common 
sense (let alone the U.N.) is not to be 
stood on its head, Nasser’s Egypt must 
purge itself of aggression. As to Arab- 
Israeli peace negotiations, Mr. Dulles’s 
speech of Aug. 26, 1955, offers fair and 
constructive terms of reference. 

Other projects for tackling the Mid- 
dle East need not wait until the Israelis 
and the Arabs come together or even 
agree to come together. Such a meet- 
ing will have to be promoted by plans 
covering other points of regional con- 
tention as well as regional improve- 
ment. 

One, of course, must deal with the 
status of the Suez canal. The canal is 
indubitably Egyptian, and the Anglo- 
French talk about internationalism (in 
the sense of control) bears no relation 
to modern realities, 

It seems to me the time is now ripe 
to revive the Potsdam 1945 idea for 
recognition of a world interest in all

major international waterways, the 
Suez and the Panama canals, the Rhine- 
Danube throughway, the Dardanelles. 
What is needed is a guarantee of free- 
dom of navigation and a supervision of 
tolls undertaken by the United Nations. 

If the President were to go to the 
U.N. with such a proposal, that, I feel, 
would be what psychologists call a 
“powerful diversion.” Creative states- 
manship instead of crisis diplomacy! 


The United States need have no fear 
over the establishment of a relation be- 
tween the U.N. and the Panama Canal. 

That the Panama cut is vested with 
a world interest is already indeed 
acknowledged in the Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty of 1901 with Britain, That treaty 
requires only to be generalized in the 
form of an agreement with the U.N. 


How would this affect the Panama 
Canal Zone? The juridical sovereign 
is the Republic of Panama, but the 
United States retains control of the 
zone in a partnership agreement with 
Panama signed in 1936. There need 
be no change in the arrangement. 


If the U.N. were introduced into the 
situation as a sort of guarantor on tolls 
and on world shipping rights, the 
ground would be cut from under 
Nasser’s feet in his attempt to make 
the Suez a political instrumentality of 
the Egyptian Government. And sit 
would provide a good climate for the 
American effort to promote Middle 
Eastern accommodation. 


There remains the immense problem 
of oil, Aside from Egyptian prop- 
aganda—which in my book is an act 
of aggression as noxious as any other 
kind—oil money has actively brought 
on Arab ferment. 

The Middle East is rolling in royal- 
ties, but except for Kuwait and to a 
certain extent Iraq, the money stays 
at the top, forever widening the dis- 
parity in living standards between rich 
and poor. Saudi gold (and Egyptian 
leadership) has promoted the recent 
riots in half a dozen Arab countries. 


Accordingly an inquiry seems to be 
in order at both ends of Pennsylvania 
avenue into the possibility of a pool of 
oil interests, foreign and native, in the 
Middle East Authority already sug- 
gested here; along, perhaps, with a 
Nile valley system in place of the 
Aswan dam project.

Between Book Ends 


Science and the Rocket 


SCIENTIFIC USES OF EARTH SATEL-

One of the principal American ob- 
jectives during the International Geo- 
physical Year, which starts in July of 
1957 and runs through 1958, will be 
the launching of man’s first artificial 
space satellite. With the flight in 
Florida last month of a Viking rocket 
to an altitude of 125 miles, the final 
testing of its scientific cargo, the 20- 
inch sphere, began in earnest. 


At a time when considerable Interest 
centers on the competitive aspects of 
the project —will we beat the Rus- 
sians?— it is good to find a book which 
deals exclusively with the scientific 
promise of such an endeavor rather 
than its military or political implica- 
tions. 


The book consists of a series of 
papers presented to a meeting of the 
Upper Atmosphere Rocket Research 
Panel in January, 1956, by a number of 
civilian and military research groups. 
The papers, which are highly technical 
and mathematical, deal with the prob- 
lems of the satellite’s orbit, tracking 
the man-made moon, and the delicate 
instrumentation necessary to a¢comp- 
lish the desired results under extreme 
operating difficulties.

or satellites. If but a few of these 
experiments are successful, the rewards 
to science for its efforts would seem 
well repaid.

THE CALL OF THE MINARET, by Ken- 
neth Cragg. (Oxford University Press, 
376 pgs., $6.25.) 

Islamic theology and its relationship 
to Christian beliefs have become espe- 
cially urgent today as the political ac- 
tivities of the Moslem world occupy 
more and more oi our attention. Many 
learned tomes have appeared in the 
past dealing with these topics, but rare- 
ly haye they been read by others than 
theologians and orientalists. But now 
“The Call of the Minaret” is addressed 
to and should interest a much wider 
audience. 


For Kenneth Cragg, professor of “Is- 
lamics” at Hartford Seminary and edi- 
tor for many years of The Muslim 
World, has prepared a systematic analy- 
sis of Islam's basic tenets and a stim- 
ulating portrayal of possible avenues 
for theological communication between 
Christian and Moslem. 


Although somewhat loosely organ- 
ized and marked by too much detail, 
this book has succeeded in making 
meaningful what Moslems believe, their 
sources of belief, and the parallels and 
differences with Christianity. It should 
provide stimulation for and gain re- 
spect from Christians of all persuasions 
and at the same time provide Moslems 
with an important key for comparing 
their beliefs with those of Christians,

& Trust Co., Freedom branch, 
last Nov. 21, Agents said a .38- 
caliber pistol and a sawed-off 
shotgun, with plenty of.ammu- 
nition, were found in the apart- 
ment. 

“These men currently had 
been listed as two of the most 


dangerous criminals at large,” 


said Cal Howard, FBI agent in 
charge. 

Police said the apartment had 
been under surveillance for 
some time before a score of FBI 
agents and several police squads 
sealed off the building shortly 
before 2 a.m.

He is Graham A. Barden of 
North Carolina, chairman of the 
Education and Labor Commit- 


ec 

When the committee met to 
organize yesterday in executive 
session, Barden proposed a set 
of rules that made substantial 
concessions to the liberals who 
have been demanding a dilution 
of one-man authority. The new 
rules were adopted. 


Then a motion to take away 
his power to appoint members 


of the staff was defeated by 
only 14 to 12. 

Among the bills the commit- 
tee will handle this session are 
proposals for federal aid to 
school construction, broadening 
of wage and hour law coverage, 
and Taft-Hartley Act amend- 
ments. 

Roosevelt Amendment, 

After Barden proposed the 
new rules, the liberal group 
pushed for more. Representa- 
tive James Roosevelt (Dem.), 
California, moved to arnend one 
of the chairman’s proposals by 
requiring committee approval 
of staff appointments. 

Representative Frank Thomp- 
son Jr. (Dem.), New Jersey, of- 
fered a substitute that would 
simply strike out the rule giv- 
ing the chairman authority to 
appoint staff members. The 
effect of that would be to ap- 
ply the reorganization law 
which gives the majority and 
the minority members of the 
committee authority over ma- 
joritv and minority staff em- 
ploves. 

When the Thompson motion 
lost, 14 to 12, Roosevelt, av- 
parentiv sensing defeat, with- 
drew his.

Fix It Yourself

Poor Heat Distribution. 


NE of the first practical 
0 types of central heating 

systems in this fair land 
was the gravity warm air fur- 
nace, and many homes are still 
heated by this same type unit. 
Under the first floor sits the 
furnace and in the first floor 
is a big register. 

Warm air comes out of this 
register and is supposed to flow 
through the house heating all 
the rooms. Trouble is that often 
only a few rooms are heated 
and the rest of the house re- 
mains on the cool side. 


One area that often is cold is 
the upstairs and this is caused 
by the fact that there is no 
easy way for the warm air 
downstairs to flow upstairs. 
About the easiest solution is to 
cut holes in the floor of the 
upstairs rooms and install floor 
registers. This will allow the 
heat from the warm downstairs 
rooms to flow upward. 

In many older homes the 

‘cellings are very high and a 
large amount of the heated air 


_ is trapped along the ceiling of 


the room in which the main 
register is located. If you make 


holes along the top of the wall 
and 1 wall registers, this 
warm air will be able to flow 
into adjoining rooms. 


Many homes today are heated 
with modern floor furnaces, and 
if these only have a central 
register you may have poor 
distribution of heat. Making 
openings in walls and ceilings 
for registers is about the best 
— short of installing duct 
wor 


Another trick that is often 
employed is to use a small port- 
able electric fan to force the 
warm air as it comes out of 
the register towards the areas 
in the house that don't get 
their full share of heat.

He told a radio audience 
that Hoover “. . . was a special 
assistant attorney general (who) 
had nothing to do with the ar- 
rest or so-called persecution of 
individuals. He simply handled 
the cases in the courts as they 
were presented to him.” 


One of those listening to 
Celler’s broadcast was attorney 
Morris Katzeff, then living in 
Boston, who had been one of 
the lawyers defending those 
rounded up for deportation in 
the Palmer raids. Katzeff wrote 
Hoover:

These three persons had been. 


asked, “Do you think retiring 
at 60 or any age should be 
mandatory?” 

The two men looked like 
pleasant, happy-go-lucky in- 
dividuals, not too fond of work, 
but having got along fairly. 
comfortably through life. They 
both replied that they felt 
there should be a mandatory 
retirement age, that by 65 peo- 
ple had worked enough, 

The woman, who leoked 
somewhat younger and very 
bright and alert, said that from 
her point of view each person 
should be judged according to 
his own abilities and. nobody 
should be forced to retire at 
any given age. 

This is a question which has 
come up for discussion in many 
parts of this country. I agree 
with the woman in this case, 
because I see a great many 
persons under compulsory re- 
tirement suddenly grow old, 
When you give up your. work, 
a certain amount of interest 
goes out of your life. You lose 
the feeling that you are par- 
ticipating actively in the work 
of the world.

Spinach Earns a Higher Rating 


Here Are Some

Groucho Marx once said, if 

the parents had to eat all the 
spinach. That may have been 
true at one time, back in the 
days when the country became 
a little spinach crazy and a 
lot of mothers got the idea that 
if they didn’t force a lot of 
canned spinach down Junior's 
guilet every day, his teeth 
would fall out and his bones 
would bend. 

In those days you seldom saw 
fresh spinach in,the markets, 
and the canned variety was 
pretty grim. Since then a lot 
of things have happened in the 
relationship of people and spin- 
ach. For one thing, they have 
learned that spinach never did 
have the body building attri- 
butes that Popeye gave it, but on 
the other hand, spinach could 
be delicious and could be eaten 
for its own sake. 


My own relationship with 
spinach, which had been on a 
touch and go basis, began to 
improve some years ago when 
I came across the following 
dish, which was put together by 
a cook who had the naive idea 
that the stuff was worth work- 
ing with: 

Take three pounds of well- 
washed spinach and put it in a 
pan with two and a half table- 
spoons of butter. Cover it and 
cook it for five minutes. You 
will learn, as the Chinese 
learned many years ago, that 
vegetables like spinach have 
enough water in them for their 
own cooking, providing you 
aren't trying to cook them to 
death.
